disgraced 'my wife, tho dearest, best 
and noblest woman In tho world. I 
write this that all may know she is not 
to biame in any way, shape or manner 
for my perfldy. She is too proud; too 
noble, and too honorable. 
If I had 


done as nho always wanted me to, the 
end would not be as It Is—death and 
disgrace for me." 


In n letter to his wife Hale wrote: 
"To Fannie: 
You are 
the best 


woman In the world, but unfortunately 
you married a degenerate. Think kind- 
ly of mo sometimes, as there are few 
virtues that aro mine. Have my re- 
mains cremated that there may bo 
' neither name nor remembrance of mo.

great corporations as backers, while 
the republican party deprived of this 
support will bo forced to advocate 
government regulation of railroads) 
and Industrial companies. 
The paper also predicts that Hoose- 
velt will be opposed 
by capital in 


the national 'convention because ho 
"has antagonized Interests which are 
regared vital. 


In summing up the situation the 


. paper says: 


"Now to what does this situation 


point? 
It points first to an effort to 


defeat the nomination of President 
Roosevelt by tho national republican 
convention. 
Undoubtedly, the fin-' 


• anclal Interets. alluded to would pre- 


fer to maintain their old association 
with the 
republican party, which 


stands for policies which they .have 
long cheerishcd, it being the party 
of sound money and of tho protective 
tariff. 
But, in the event of tho re- 


publican party nominating President 
Roosevelt and endorsing his polic- 
ies of pcbllclty, of moderate regula- 
tion, of tho corporations, and tho en- 
forcement of the law against them, 
there are unmlstakeablo signs that 
these financial interests are ready 
to transfer their 
allegiance to tho 


democratic party, provided 
It will 


nominate a candidate 
and adopt-a 


platform acceptable to them. 


Thero are indications that the de- 


mocratic party is ready to do this. 
It has "already to somo extent got 
rid of. the Incubus of Bryan.

Hansbrough amendment. It is claimed, 
would allow the lands to be filed upon 
In tracts of unlimited acreage by in- 
dividuals or corporations holding lien 
'land rights for lands included In the 
lorest reserves. 


Discussing 
llansbrough's 
bill, 


George II. Maxwell, executive chair- 
man of the National Irrigation Asso- 
ciation, said: 


"The Hansbrough amendment gives 


to every speculative owner of lands 
in the public forest reservations tho 
absolute right to relinquish such lands 
to tho government and to 'select in 
lieu thereof a tract ot, vacant sur- 
veyed nonmlncral public land which 
Is subject to homestead entry not ex- 
ceeding In, area the tract covered by 
Ills claim or patent, and not chlctly 
.valuable for timber and stone.' 


"The amendment would give the 


owners of hundreds of thousands of 
acres of practically worthless lands— 
Tock and stones and stumps and brush 
and chaparral and mountain preci- 
pices and gorges, the right to turn 
that land In to the government and 
locate In exchange for It the very 
lands which are now reserved under 
the national irrigation net for actual 
lioniestcad settlers only."
